A PROTEST group has blasted 
proposals to build up to 4,000 
houses ‘without properly 
planning for them’. 

The No North campaign was 
created last month after 
councillors on a planning panel 
gave the thumbs up to the 
idea of building the homes 
in north Luton. 

Pat Conway, of Turnpike Drive, 
set up the group because he 
believes the development - 


located just north of Sundon 
Park and Great Bramingham 
Wood - would bring a large 
increase in traffic to the area 
without being able to cater for it. 

He is encouraging people to 
respond to a consultation on the 
plans and to attend a public 
meeting at St Mary’s Church 
Hall, in Lucas Gardens, Barton 
Hills, on Thursday at 7pm.

Hatters hand Cherry 
birthday bash snub

THE former secretary of Luton Town who 
served the club for more than 30 years has 
been banned from attending this week’s 125th 
birthday celebrations. 

Cherry Newbery, whose grandfather Jimmy 
Yardley played for the club more than 100 times, 
is ‘not welcome’ at Thursday’s dinner, which 500 
people will attend. 

Luton on Sunday understands that Mrs 
Newbery, who the club says left ‘by mutual con¬ 
sent’ last year, was sent a letter in early October 
offering ten tickets for the event at a total of £600. 

A source revealed Mrs Newbery promptly 
posted a cheque to book a full table, but earlier 
this month was told there had been a ‘misun¬ 


derstanding’ and that she was not allowed to go. 
The cheque was then returned to her. 

Asked if Mrs Newbery had been invited to 
attend the club dinner at the Auction House in 
Crescent Road, Luton, director Stephen Browne 
said: “At the moment she’s not going. That’s 
something that’s been decided by everyone. It’s 
not necessarily seen as appropriate. 

“We have to bear in mind the politics over the 
years. We wouldn’t want anyone there who was 
associated with Jayten, the holding company 
which put the club into administration. 

“I’m not suggesting for one minute that she 
had anything to do with this. She was the secre¬ 
tary of the holding company, Jayten. 

“Last year, managing director Gary Sweet said 
no directors associated with Jayten would ever 
be welcome at Luton Town. 

“How would supporters feel if Jayten directors 
were sitting round a table at the dinner? We don’t 


want any angst on the night. When Gary came 
out with that statement, that’s what the fans 
wanted to hear. We can’t turn our backs on that. 

“Nobody’s been invited. It’s a paid-for event. 
The only invites are for ex-players. 

“We’re sold out now. We have been for a couple 
of weeks.” 

When asked if Mrs Newbery had been sent a 
letter offering tickets, Mr Browne added: “If she’s 
on a club database, she’d have got what every¬ 
one else would have got. 

“Her mother used to be a member of the 
Century Club, so she would have got what all 
Century Club members would have got.” 

Asked if Mrs Newbery’s mother was attending 
the dinner, Mr Browne said: “I’ve no idea if she’s 
going.” 

When LoS contacted Mrs Newbery, who was 
associated with the Hatters between 1977 and 
2009, she refused to comment.

Anger over mixed views on threatened care home

A COUNCIL report which said a care 
home does not provide ‘dignity' for its 
residents seems to contradict a review by 
a national inspector. 

The Care Quality Commission (CQC) 
awarded The Mount (below), in Tennyson 
Road, Luton, two stars - the second high¬ 
est rating. 

But last month, we revealed Luton 
Borough Council was considering 
closing the 28-bed dementia home to 
save money. 

The council report says it is ‘becoming 
increasingly difficult to provide the lev¬ 
els of dignity, including respect of cultur¬ 
al needs and space to provide high levels 
of personal care' at the home. 

But, according to the CQC report writ¬ 
ten in May 2009, residents’ ‘right to priva¬ 
cy is respected and the support they get 



from staff is given in a way that main¬ 
tains their dignity’. 

Sandy McDowell, chairman of action 
group Friends of The Mount and whose 
mother is a resident, said: “I’m absolute¬ 
ly disgusted. 

“I shall be asking questions as to how 
they can contradict a national report 
when I meet with them this week.” 

A council spokesman said: “A report to 
the council’s executive in October con¬ 
sidered that The Mount is an old, com¬ 
plex building, lacking the necessary 
space to provide high levels of personal 
care and therefore may not be best suited 
to its current role as a provider of 
dementia care services. 

“Meeting the often challenging care 
needs of those with dementia will remain 
difficult within this building, even if 
significant further investment were to be 
made. 

“As a result executive has recommend¬ 
ed the council carry out a 90-day formal 
consultation looking at the possible 
re-provision of care services for residents 
at The Mount. 

“The consultation will consider the 
suitability of The Mount as a venue for 
providing high-quality dementia care 
against state-of-the-art facilities open¬ 
ing across Luton in the next year. 

“No decision has been made. Residents 
of The Mount, their relatives and carers, 
staff and the general public, are all fully 
involved in the process. 

“The health and well-being of current 
residents is our number one priority and 
will be the key factor in any decision.” 

It would cost at least £100,000 to bring 
the building up to standard and, in a 
year, savings of £604,000 would be made 
if the service was scrapped.

Protest group urges residents 
to hear details of homes bid

A PUBLIC meeting is being held by 
a protest group campaigning 
against plans to build upto 4,000 
houses in north Luton. 

No North is urging residents to 
attend the gathering at St Mary’s 
Church Hall, in Lucas Gardens, on 
Thursday, to learn more about the 
proposals, which were given the 
green light last month. 

The No North campaign was cre¬ 
ated following a decision in 
October by a Joint Planning 
Committee consisting of council¬ 
lors from Luton Borough and 
Central Bedfordshire. 

The plan, which at this stage is 
informal, can only be approved by 
an independent planning inspec¬ 
tor. 


But some residents have already 
swung into action to fight the 
proposals, even at this early stage. 

Pat Conway, of Turnpike Drive, set 
up No North because he believes 
the development - located just 
north of Sundon Park and Great 
Bramingham Wood - would bring a 
large increase in traffic to the area 
without being able to cater for it. 

Mr Conway, 50, said: “It’s a mas¬ 
sive deal, but only a handful of 
councillors are making the deci¬ 
sions. 

“Nobody even knows what’s going 
on. That’s what people are so angry 
about. It’s absolutely ridiculous. 
What we’re most annoyed about is 
that there’s not enough infrastruc¬ 
ture 

“I’m urging as many people to 
attend the public meeting as possi¬ 
ble. Local people should have a say 
in what’s happening in their com¬ 
munity.” 


A Luton Borough Council 
spokesman said: “The Joint 
Committee has only agreed to sub¬ 
mit a Core Strategy Development 
Plan Document (the plan) to the 
Secretary of State as a proposal. 

“The plan takes into account the 
substantial public consultations 
under way since 2007. Not until it is 
examined and approved by an 
independent planning inspector in 
June/July is there any possibility of 
it becoming a formal plan. 

“The North Luton proposal is for 
the development of 1,800 dwellings 
until 2026, with a contingency of 
2,200 to be made available only if 
required. 

“The plan includes a detailed list 
of the infrastructure requirements 
and policies to ensure the critical 
and essential infrastructure is in 
place at the right time, and its pur¬ 
pose is to allow development only 
when that critical or essential infra¬ 


structure is secured. The plan also 
includes a proposal to provide 
access for the 1,800 dwellings in the 
form of a link road between the Ml 
and the A6 and recognises the 
longer term aspiration for a link 
from the A6 to the A505, and refer¬ 
ences the intention to change the 
route following recent public con¬ 
sultation. 

“How that part of the link will be 
funded is not known. However, 
given the long timescales involved, 
that position is not unusual and 
this issue will probably be one of 
the main issues to be discussed 
under the direction of the planning 
inspector at the examination next 
year. There is no current planning 
application.”

Young mother left with broken wrist after argument 


A DOMESTIC row which turned violent left a 
young mum with her wrist broken in two places. 

Gary Smith and Susan Farnhill had ended their 
short relationship in June, but she went to his 
home at Manning Court, Houghton Regis, on 
June 22, to drop off the last of his belongings. 

However, she noticed clothing belonging to 
another woman there and they argued, said 
prosecutor Daniel Siong at Luton Crown Court 
on Friday. 

He said: “The defendant was initially assaulted 
by her but he grabbed her wrist and there was a 


tussle. He twisted her wrist and pushed her 
backwards causing her to fall awkwardly and she 
felt immediate pain.” 

The court was told that the injury required 
plastering and caused considerable discomfort. 
She has needed a further operation and suffers 
carpel tunnel syndrome. 

She also lost time off work and suffered the 
expense of using taxis because she could not 
drive. 

The prosecutor said that a few days later they 
met and had a meal together but that also culmi¬ 


nated in an argument during which he grabbed 
her face and pushed her. 

She contacted police and was moved to a house 
of safety while security measures were put in 
place. Police were looking for Smith for his own 
safety as he had expressed suicidal tendencies. 

Smith, 31, pleaded guilty to causing grievous 
bodily harm and to common assault and was 
jailed for 16 months. 

A restraining order was also made for two years 
restricting him from contacting the victim or 
going anywhere near her home in Luton. 
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Death man’s family’s 
concern over staffing

THE family of an Alzheimer’s 
sufferer who died after falling 
in a special lounge for ‘high 
risk fallers’ have questioned 
staffing levels at the care 
home. 

Charles Mathew, 79, fell 
when trying to stand up in 
Ashton Lodge, Ashton Road, 
Dunstable, on June 18 - but 
the one carer in the room 
‘wasn’t able to get to him on 
time’. 

On Tuesday, Dunstable 
Coroners Court heard how Mr 
Mathew had been put into a 


lounge where he could be 
monitored more closely as he 
was at more risk of falling and 
needed extra attention. 

But on June 19 he died at 
Luton & Dunstable Hospital 
from a brain haemorrhage - 
the day after his fall. 

The Safeguarding Vulnerable 
Adults Team was called by the 
manager of Ashton Lodge to 
investigate the events sur¬ 
rounding his death. It was 
concluded that there were 
enough staff. 

But, at the inquest on 
Tuesday, Mr Mathew’s family 
questioned this. 

Claire Mills, who works for 
Central Bedfordshire Council’s 
Safeguarding Vulnerable 


Adults Team, said: “Mr 
Mathew was in the lounge 
with eight other residents and 
there were two staff assigned 
to the lounge. 

“One of which was making 
supper for the residents at the 
time he fell. Another was 
attending another resident. 

“Mr Mathew had attempted 
to stand and the carer wasn’t 
able to get to him on time to 
stop him falling but went to 
his aid.” 

She said there were about 32 
residents at the home and 
during the day eight staff 
looked after them, and four at 
night. 

She said the high risk lounge 
was sufficiently staffed. 


Coroner David Morris said: 
“This fall directly brought 
about Mr Mathew’s subse¬ 
quent death. There is no 
evidence of gross failure by 
within the carer teams. 

“Whether staffing levels 
might have been met is not a 
matter for this inquest.” 

Recording Mr Mathew’s 
death, Mr Morris said: “I have 
no choice but to record the 
standard verdict of accidental 
death.” 

Luton on Sunday contacted 
Alex Roberts, the manager of 
Ashton Lodge, who was not 
present at the inquest. 

She said: “I wouldn’t be able 
to comment and I am not 
prepared to.” 


Man remanded after 
town centre incident 

A TEENAGER has been remanded 
in custody after an assault in the 
town centre. 

Brian Woodbridge, 18, of Bailey 
Street, Luton was remanded in 
custody after appearing at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court on Wednesday. 

He was charged with grievous 
bodily harm, child destruction 
and robbery after the incident in 
Bute Street at about 9.30am on 
Monday. 

He will reappear at Luton Crown 
Court on December 7. 

Detective Constable Rachel 
Chandler, investigating, is keen to 
trace anyone who saw the inci¬ 
dent. 

She said: “Although we have 
charged a person in connection 
with this incident we are still 
actively seeking witnesses to the 
assault. 

“This happened in a very busy 
part of the town just as people 
were making their way to work 
and the shops. Anyone with infor¬ 
mation is urged to contact the 
police urgently.”

Call for £2.5m redundancy cash to be explained 


A COUNCIL has paid out 
nearly £2.5 million in 
redundancy money since 
last April. 

Central Bedfordshire 
Council forked out 
£2,417,382 to the equivalent 
of 74 full time posts since it 
was created. 

This included the 
£250,000 ‘golden 
handshake’ paid to Jaki 
Salisbury for her time as 
temporary chief executive. 

In a written question to 
Councillor Maurice Jones at 
a council meeting on 
Thursday, Cllr Julian Murray 
(pictured) asked for the 
figures to be explained. 

He was told 81 people 
have been made redundant. 
This is more than the full 
time equivalent as there 
may have been more than 
one person in one post. 

In addition, 331 people 
have left voluntarily, 14 
have gone for disciplinary 
reasons and 122 departed 
due to contracts ending. 

Cllr Murray said: “I am not 
surprised about how much 
they have paid out. But I 



expect they are going to 
have to pay out a lot more 
before the end of next 
March. 

“I know a lot of that 
money was paid to Jaki 
Salisbury when she left last 
year. But what with the 
cuts they are going to have 
to make, there will be a lot 
more people leaving. 

“It would be interesting to 
know how much pay they 
get per year that they work. 
It has gone down since the 
council was created.” 

Cllr Jones said: “Savings 
proposals outlined in the 


council’s budget strategy 
are still at a relatively early 
stage. We therefore won’t 
have any firm figure for 
redundancy costs until the 
budget is finalised at the 
end of February and we are 
certain how many posts 
will be reduced to achieve 
the necessary savings. 
However, any potential 
redundancy costs will be 
factored into the budget 
calculations. 

“Where posts are at risk 
of redundancy the council 
is required to carry out a 
formal consultation with 
the employees concerned 
and with unions before 
making any final decisions. 

“The council’s executive 
will review the outcome of 
the consultation as part of 
the budget setting process. 

“Although the current 
proposals involve reducing 
the number of posts we will 
seek to avoid redundancies 
wherever possible by 
exploring redeployment 
opportunities or early 
retirement where 
appropriate.”

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Removal of traffic lights 
to make roads more safe

TRAFFIC lights, kerbs, white markings 
and signs could be removed from roads 
- with the idea being they make them 
safer. 

The ‘Shared Space’ scheme, already 
popular across Europe, to remove the 
segregation between cars and pedestri¬ 
ans in south Bedfordshire was discussed 
at a meeting on Monday night. 

Central Bedfordshire Council is consid¬ 
ering the idea, which could affect 
Dunstable and Houghton Regis, in a few 
years time to reduce accidents and speed¬ 
ing and keep traffic flowing in towns. 

By taking out current traffic manage¬ 
ment systems, it is hoped cars would 
slow down and pedestrians be able to 
cross the road more safely. 

Ben Hamilton-Baillie, an expert on 
Shared Space, said: “Constantly since we 
have had traffic in towns, planners, 
policy makers and politicians have 
scratched their heads about what to do 
about it.” 

He explained how behavioural psychol¬ 
ogy shows why humans react to traffic 
systems, such as traffic lights and speed 
limits, in a negative way. 

He said: “When people are driving they 


change. Drivers do not think socially, they 
follow what the road tells them to do and 
there is no interaction with pedestrians. 

“Pedestrians also act differently. They 
feel safe on pavements and behind rail¬ 
ings. It is when people feel safe they are 
in danger. By taking away signs and the 
like you stop treating people like idiots 
and they stop behaving like them. 

“It is that age old saying if you treat chil¬ 
dren like children, they will behave like 
children. If you treat them like adults, 
that is how they will act. It is a control 
imposed by the state.” 


Cllr Nigel Young said no work would be 
able to go ahead until work on the A5-M1 
link began. 

He said: “I am really excited about 
this project. It would be funded by con¬ 
tributions from developers who want to 
build here. It would make Dunstable 
a more exciting place to live and work 
and would attract business into the 
town.” 

The scheme has already been imple¬ 
mented in Ashton, Kent, where they have 
seen a dramatic reduction in accidents 
and traffic problems.

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OAP’s sister kicks up 
stink over smelly bins

LARGE bins without lids holding smelly 
rubbish are being left outside a pen¬ 
sioner’s kitchen window instead of 
being taken away. 

John Jodrich, 71, has lived at his house 
in Glaisdale, Luton for more than 35 
years but says the problem has been get¬ 
ting worse for years. 

His sister Margaret Szollosi, 75, con¬ 
tacted Luton on Sunday after claiming 
she could not get an answer from Luton 
Borough Council about what was being 
done about the rubbish. 

She visits her brother each week to help 
him around the house and said: “It is 
absolutely disgusting. The bin is right 
outside his window. We can’t even open 
it because of the smell. 

“He pays £50 a week for maintenance 
and after the bin men have been they are 
meant to take the bins to a shed so they 
are out of the way. 

“But they never do. They are left out¬ 
side his window and rubbish just gets 
thrown all over the place. It gets dumped 
on the floor and piles up. 

“I have tried so many times to talk to 
the council about what is happening and 
they never answer me. I am just so fed 
up. 

“They have sent letters to all the resi¬ 
dents in the past about it, but haven’t 
done anything themselves.

“I want something to be done, he can’t 
keep living like this.

and they want to cook a specific 
meal, I can give them advice 
about the right way to cook 
something or I can order them a 
specific cut of meat.” 

Mr Woods hopes to keep the 
business in the family and is 
training his 21-year-old son so it 
can continue. 

He added: “I have started train¬ 
ing Dave so when I can no longer 
run the business he can keep it 
going. 

“He has had a tough time find¬ 
ing work for the past few years so 
it gives him the opportunity to 
work but also ensures the future 
of the business. 

“It has been going so well here 
that I have already had to take on 


an extra member of staff as me 
and Dave couldn’t keep doing 
just the two of us six days a week. 

“We are hoping to get a licence 
so we can start selling wine. If we 
do it means people will be 
able to come in and pick up 
what could be a whole 
meal. There will be the 
meat, we sell sauces, veg¬ 
etables, bread and then 
all that is left is the wine 
to go with the meal.” 

It is clear Mr Woods 
will have a long future 
in Dunstable and he, 
along with the rest of 
us, hope it is the begin¬ 
ning of a new era for 
the town.

It is important students are aware 
if they need a licence, as it’s not 
worth risking a prosecution and fine 
of up to £1,000. 

The law is simple - if you watch or 
record programmes online at the 
same time as they are shown on TV 
then you need to have a TV Licence.

Looking out for animals 

SIR - Animal Aid has filmed under¬ 
cover in eight randomly chosen UK 
slaughterhouses and found shocking 
animal suffering and law-breaking 
in seven of them (see the footage at 
www. animalaid. co.uk/ go / cruelty). 

Workers clearly believe they will 
not be caught out harming animals 
and that they are, therefore, immune 
from prosecution. 

In order to make slaughterhouses 
obey the law and to provide evi¬ 
dence to prosecute those who don’t 
Animal Aid is asking supermarkets 
to insist that the slaughterhouses 
that supply them are fitted with 
CCTV cameras. 

Our campaign has received strong 
backing from the RSPCA, 
Compassion in World Farming, the 
Soil Association and the govern¬ 
ment’s own Food Standards Agency. 

Last week, Morrisons agreed to 
install CCTV in its own slaughter¬ 
houses. 

CCTV could prevent some of the 
most shocking cruelty and illegality 
but it cannot end the suffering, only 
choosing to go meat-free can do 
that. 

But while people still do eat meat, 
the law must be enforced and the 
worst abuses stopped. 

Meanwhile, Christian Aid, Oxfam 
and other aid agencies are once 
again tapping into public disquiet 
over the existence of plenty in the 
midst of hunger and asking you to 
make a Christmas gift of a farmed 
animal to an impoverished person 
in Africa, or in another of the

If you’re diagnosed with HIV 
promptly after being infected there’s 
no reason why you can’t live a long 
and reasonably healthy life into your 
seventies, as many people with the 
condition are now doing, but you 
need to find out early on to get the 
maximum benefit from treatment. 

HIV is still the fastest growing 
incurable sexually transmitted infec¬ 
tion in the UK and we must do more 
locally and nationally to stop HIV in 
its tracks.

Be warned 

LUTON is one of the UK’s 
worst hotspots for 
electricity meter scams. 

Just 11 other towns had a 
higher number of criminals 
offering cut-price energy to 
those with prepayment 
meters, it was revealed on 
Wednesday. 

The scam is of particular 
concern because, to obtain 
the fake top-ups, people 
must let the gang members 
into their homes to access 
their electricity meters. 

Reports of threatening 


behaviour have been 
received by some energy 
companies which are urging 
people to steer clear of 
those involved. Police have 
also made arrests in 
connection with this activity. 

Christine McGourty, 
director of Energy UK which 
wrote the report, said: “Since 
launching the Top-up Safe 
campaign in September, 
energy companies have been 
working together to tackle 
prepayment fraud. 

“However, the numbers of 


incidents continue to rise. 
The people selling these 
illegal top-ups are criminals 
and although it might seem 
like an easy way to save 
money, not only will you be 
letting a criminal into your 
home, you will end up having 
to pay twice. 

“The only people benefiting 
from this scam are the 
fraudsters and the only way 
to get the energy you pay for 
is to buy top-ups from 
official PayPoint and Payzone 
retailers or the Post Office.”

£8b rail plan 
going on the 
right track

A MASSIVE investment to improve the railway through 
Luton will face a two-year delay. 

On Thursday the Government announced the go ahead for 
an £8 billion investment in the rail network. 

Part of that will see planned improvements to the Thameslink 
line, which runs between Bedford and Brighton, fully imple¬ 
mented although with a two-year delay. 

The new funding will see train sizes increase from eight car¬ 
riages to 12 and the line will have the capacity to run 24 trains 
an hour in London on the line by 2018. 

Neal Lawson, managing director at First Capital Connect, 
said: “The Thameslink Programme is critical to addressing 
overcrowding on our Thameslink and Great Northern routes. 

“It has delivered new trains, almost 5,000 seats and we will 
have the first 50 per cent longer, 12-carriage trains serving 
Bedford from December next year.” 

A spokesman for Network Rail said: “This is great news for the 
railway and construction industries but most of all it is great 
news for rail travellers. 

“Passengers and businesses in London and the South East 
rely on the railway more than anywhere else in the country. 
With passenger numbers likely to continue growing, the fund¬ 
ing secures a better future for passengers. 

“Network Rail can now finalise plans for the Thameslink pro¬ 
gramme. 

“This will ultimately boost capacity by more than 50 per cent, 
provide a wider range of destinations for passengers and will 
relieve pressure on other parts of the public transport 
network.”

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Man praised for reporting his 
friend after attempted rape

A JUDGE who jailed a would-be rapist 
praised his friend who had prevented 
the attack and reported the defendant to 
police. 

Charles Chuwang, 29, of Chapel Street, 
Luton, was jailed for three years at Luton 
Crown Court on Thursday after pleading 
guilty to a charge of attempted rape. 

Prosecutor Simon Thomas said the 
events began on New Year’s Eve last year 
when Chuwang had been out drinking 
heavily. 

He met a 23-year-old woman and her 
two friends in the White House pub 
where they had a lot to drink. 

His friend Brian Mucuva had arranged 
to pick him up in the early hours and was 
not drinking. 


Chuwang and the three women met 
him outside and he drove two of the 
women home, but Chuwang encouraged 
the victim to come back to his flat. 

At the flat, the couple were alone in the 
lounge when Mr Mucuva heard her 
screaming and went into the room. 

The prosecutor said: “He saw the defen¬ 
dant completely naked, lying on top of 
her with his hand over her mouth. 

“She was screaming to get him off and 
he tried three times to pull his friend 
away before he succeeded.” 

The woman left through a rear door and 
was found wondering bare foot in George 
Street, armed with a frying pan. 

She immediately told police what had 
happened to her, and bruises were found 
on her body, but she could not locate the 
flat where the assault took place. 

In the days following, Mr Mucuva 


repeatedly tried to persuade his friend to 
go to the police, but he maintained they 
had ‘just been having fun’. 

He then took the decision to report the 
matter himself and Chuwang was arrested. 

Judge Barbara Mensah said: “Mr 
Mucuva did not ignore her distress as 
some young men would and he tried to 
persuade you to do the right thing. In the 
end, he amazingly did the decent thing 
which must have taken great courage.” 

Judge Mensah awarded Mr Mucuva 
£300 from public funds. 

Jonathan Akinsanya, defending, said: 
“This behaviour was totally out of charac¬ 
ter and something he will regret for the 
rest of his life. 

“He is deeply sorry for what happened, 
sorry that he put this young lady through 
what she went through. He knows he has 
affected her life.” 


Flu sufferers asked to stay away from GP 


HOSPITALS are pleading with flu suffer¬ 
ers not to see their GP or go to A&E. 

Luton & Dunstable Hospital is stepping 
up its efforts to stop patients passing on 
infections to others.

The L&D Hospital has linked up with 
NHS Luton, NHS Bedfordshire and 
Bedford Hospital to pro-actively get the 
message across to the public as the sea¬ 


son for Norovirus, winter vomiting dis¬ 
ease, and flu arrives. 

The Norovirus group of viruses is the 
most common cause of gastroenteritis 
(upset stomach) in the UK. 

Symptoms include nausea, vomiting, 
diarrhoea and in some cases a fever, 
headache, stomach cramps and aching 
limbs. They can last for 12 to 60 hours, 
but most people recover within two days. 

Over the coming months an informa¬ 
tion campaign will be run across the 
region on Heart FM Radio. 


This will be supported by posters in GP 
surgeries, hospitals and other healthcare 
organisations and there will be relevant 
information carried on NHS websites. 

If you have cold or flu symptoms, or 
vomiting and diarrhoea, please stay at 
home, rest and drink plenty of fluids.

Cost of allowances is 
revealed to be £64k

MORE than £64,000 was paid out 
in allowances to members of the 
Bedfordshire and Luton Fire 
Authority last year. 

The figures for the Combined 
Fire Authority (CFA) which con¬ 
sists of elected members appoint¬ 
ed by Central Bedfordshire 
Council and Luton Borough 
Council and Bedford Borough 
Council were published on 
October 31. 

Between April 1 2009 and March 
31 2010 the total for 19 members 
came to £64,846.41. 

This is an increase of more than 


£2,000 for the same period of the 
previous year for 16 members. 

This is compared to 
Bedfordshire Police Authority 
which paid out £260,000 in 
2008/09 and £327,000 in 2009/10 
for 17 members and nine 
officers. 

This figure includes the basic 
allowance every member receives 
along with a special allowance for 
those with additional responsibil¬ 
ities, travel and subsistence costs 
and the co-optees’ allowance. 

The co-opted members are 
non-elected members who have 
been appointed, following open 
advertisement, to sit on the CFA 
standards committee to promote 


high ethical standards. A spokes¬ 
woman for the CFA said: “[The 
members] do not receive a salary 
but, as with all other local author¬ 
ities, they receive an allowance to 
cover their time commitment on 
CFA duties. The allowance is paid 
monthly in arrears. 

“The Local Government 
Association circulates a mem¬ 
bers’ allowance daily rate each 
year which the CFA adopts for its 
members’ allowances scheme. 

“The members’ allowance 
scheme is determined each year 
at a public meeting. 

“At the end of the year, the actu¬ 
al amount claimed by members is 
also published.” 


Concern over plan to chop students’ allowance 


A VICE-PRINCIPAL of a 
college said it was 
‘disappointing’ that the 
Government is planning 
to cut an education 
allowance. 

Altalf Hussain, who is 
vice-principal of students 
and community relations 
at Luton Sixth Form 
College, said the 
proposed cuts of the 
educational maintenance 
allowance [EMA] was not 
in the best interests of 
students. EMA allows 


sixth form college 
students who come from 
a household which earns 
less than £30,810 per 
year to claim between 
£10 to £30 a week. 

The proposed changes 
will affect 65 per cent of 
the 2,265 students 
currently studying at 
Luton Sixth Form College. 

Mr Hussain said: “Since 
EMA was introduced we 
have experienced a 
significant improvement 
in attendance, retention 


and subsequent success 
rates. 

“We have had quite a lot 
of 15 and 16-year-olds 
asking us about EMA but 
we have got no other 
information to give to 
them. Our worry is that 
with tuition fees rising, 
the cost of living rising 
and possibility a family 
member being made 
redundant, all these 
things might lead to a lot 
of students not going to 
college. 


“We have enjoyed 
record breaking numbers 
of students joining the 
college with more than 
90 per cent of students 
going on to either 
university or 
employment. 

“All of this could be put 
at risk due to the 
Government’s intention 
to abolish EMAs and we 
are understandably 
concerned about the 
negative impact this 
measure may have.”

Heroin addict given 
prison after double 
vicarage burglary

A HEROIN addict who burgled 
two vicarages in the same week 
was jailed for three years. 

But the sentence will not begin 
until thief Wayne Carass com¬ 
pletes his current prison sentence 
in October next year. 

That sentence was for burglaries 
and thefts, including another vic¬ 
arage and a school. 

Carass, 31, of Clydesdale Road, 
Luton, also burgled another 
house in Leagrave High Street, 
Luton, when he was on his way to 
the Magistrates’ Court for a hear¬ 
ing on another matter. 

Prosecutor Claudette Elliott said 
that offence occurred on August 5 
and the owner was at home and 
saw him walking off down his 


drive holding a safe he had stolen. 
He was arrested the same day and 
bailed. 

On August 8, he raided the 
home of a Catholic priest, also in 
Leagrave High Street and stole 
£615 cash. 

Then on August 14, he broke into 
the house behind St. Luke’s Church 
in the same road. He stole jewellery 
which had been given to the owner 
by her recently deceased mother. 

In a victim impact statement, 
she said it had made her emo¬ 
tional and upset. 

She wrote: “I sadly lost my 
mother a short while ago. She did 
not have much but what she gave 
me was extremely sentimental. 
The items were going to be given 
to my grandchildren. I cannot 
believe a church can be targeted 
for a burglary.” 


failing Carass, fudge lohn Bevan 
QC, said: “Why you target the 
property of those trying to help 
the community I know not. 
Perhaps you regard them as an 
easy target. 

“Your heroin addiction should 
not be inflicted on others. They 
are entitled to be spared having 
their property stolen and sold on 
for a fraction of its value to sup¬ 
port your heroin addiction.” 

Carass pleaded guilty to two 
charges of burglary and asked for 
one to be taken into considera¬ 
tion. He was given a two and a 
half year sentence on August 17 at 
the same court. 

Yasmin Punjani, defending, 
said: “A significant event occurred 
in his life when he was 15 and he 
has been a heroin addict for half 
his life.”

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Trading Standards 
team to turn heat 
on money lenders

A SPECIAL team who will be 
cracking down on loan sharks 
operating across the county was 
launched on Wednesday. 

The East of England Trading 
Standards Illegal Money Lending 
Team has extended the success¬ 
ful ‘Stop Loan Sharks’ project to 
help the estimated 310,000 
households nationally which are 
in debt to unlicensed lenders. 

As these lenders operate illegal¬ 
ly, they can resort to bully tactics, 
making their victims lives a mis¬ 
ery 

The team will prosecute for ille¬ 
gal money-lending and other 
related offences which have in 
the past included threats, vio¬ 
lence, kidnap and even rape. 


Loan sharks are known to trap 
their victims into a spiral of debt 
and with a lack of paperwork 
they keep their victims in the 
dark about how much they still 
owe. 

They also charge extortionate 
interest rates and the team 
recently prosecuted one offender 
who charged 131,000 per cent 
APR. 

Across the country, the ‘Stop 
Loan Sharks Project’ has helped 
more than 16,000 victims and 
secured almost 80 years worth of 
custodial sentences so far, plus 
one indefinite sentence for pub¬ 
lic protection. 

They have also written off more 
than £25 million worth of illegal 
debt and seized more than £2.5 
million in cash. 

The team, who already cover 


much of England, will be work¬ 
ing in partnership with Central 
Bedfordshire Council and vari¬ 
ous organisations including 
Citizens Advice Bureaux and 
Housing Associations.

Town centre shops closed 
by three-hour power cut 



LUTON was plunged into chaos 
for three hours when power 
failed across the town and shut 
down most stores in The Mall. 

At around 2pm on Wednesday 
shopping came to an abrupt end 
when a ‘loud bang’ preceded the 
outage. 

Major high street retailers like 
HMV, Primark and Next were 
forced to close for more than 
three hours. 

Liz Farrell, who was shopping 
in Superdrug at the time, said: “I 
had just got served and luckily I 
was done when there was a bang 
and it all went dark. 

“It was a loud bang. I thought 
it might be the Christmas lights 
or something that had blown. 

“They all had to shut the stores 
and get everyone out so people 
couldn’t steal anything.” 

A spokesman for suppliers UK 
Power Networks said 228 cus¬ 
tomers were affected after a 
fault on an underground cable. 

She said: “Power was inter¬ 
rupted at about 1.45pm and 
affected customers in areas 
including Pope’s Meadow, The 


Mall and Bute Square. Some fur¬ 
ther customers would also have 
noticed a very brief interruption 
to their power for about a 
minute when the fault occurred. 


“Power was restored to all cus¬ 
tomers by 4.50pm. 

“We realise how difficult it is to 
be without power and apologise 
for any inconvenience.”

Central Bedfordshire 
Council also said 25 
casualties in its area were 
the result of motorists 
driving too fast, particularly 
in adverse weather, 
between 2005 and 2008. 

On Thursday, an event was 
held at Dunstable College to 
step up the fight to improve 
road safety as a national 
campaign week kicks off. 

Central Beds and public 
services provider Amey are 


working together on a 
range of initiatives as part 
of National Road Safety 
Week, which started on 
Monday. 

Cllr David McVicar said: “It 
is vitally important that we 
continue to relay the 
message about how 
important road safety is. 

“We are approaching a 
time of year when roads 
and weather conditions are 
becoming more 
treacherous and people 
need to be alert when they 
are driving on the roads. 

“By taking part in this 
national week I hope that 


motorists, both young and 
old, take on board the 
information that is available 
and we reduce the number 
of casualties on our roads.”

Union’s debate on 
future of schools

A MEETING to discuss the 
impact of Government plans for 
schools to become academies 
will be held next month. 

GMB, the school-workers’ 
union, is holding the public 
meeting after Education 


Secretary Michael Gove’s 
announcements on moving all 
schools to academies, either 
through choice or coercion. 

It will discuss academies’ lack of 
accountability, democratic trans¬ 
parency, staff pay, conditions of 
service and pensions. 

GMB is determined to keep 
Luton’s parents up-to-date and is 


seeking assurances from all the 
head teachers from all the 
schools eyeing academy status 
that the existing pay conditions 
and pensions of GMB members 
will remain unchanged. 

Richard O’Leary, GMB organiser 
for Luton, said: “There is clearly a 
demand for more information 
from families whose children will 
be affected by the Schools 
Minister’s plan to move their 
schools over to academy status. 

“GMB members who work as 
support staff in Luton’s schools 
told GMB that local families are 
worried, and they are right to be 
worried. 

“GMB is determined to get more 
information for them. 

“I urge everyone who has a 
stake in keeping Luton’s schools 
accountable to the local residents 
and those who use the education 
service to come along to the 
meeting and hear from GMB 
members who work in the 
schools about the possible 
impact of this proposal to move 
to a system of secrecy about their 
school’s finances and its inner 
workings.” 

The meeting will be held from 
5pm on Lriday, December 17 at 
Hockwell Ring Community 
Centre in Mayne Avenue, Luton. 


EasyJet passengers stuck in Egypt 
for a day over ‘refuelling issue’ 


HOLIDAYMAKERS using a 
budget airline were left 
stranded overnight in a row 
over fuel in Egypt. 

A ‘re-fuelling issue’ meant the 
Luton-bound easyJet Sharm 
el-Sheikh flight did not get off 
the ground until Wednesday, a 
day later than scheduled. 

Affected passengers were 
put up in a hotel on Tuesday 
night and an airline 
spokeswoman said this 
disruption was not due to 
outstanding fuel invoices. 

An airline spokesman said: 
“EasyJet can confirm that, 
regrettably, three of our flights 
were disrupted overnight due 


to a re-fuelling issue in Egypt. 
We can also confirm that 
easyJet has no outstanding fuel 
invoices with the re-fuelling 
company and as a result of the 
disruption we will be changing 
suppliers immediately. 

“We are aware that other 
airlines have recently 
experienced similar issues and 
we have raised this with the 
Egyptian authorities at the 
highest level. 

“We have apologised to the 
passengers disrupted and have 
reassured them that this will 
not happen again. 

“All passengers were given 
overnight accommodation.”

The 24-year-old is back at 
Kenilworth Road with a point to 
prove after the Hatters let him go in 
his teens - as an academy team¬ 
mate of Keith Keane - saying he 
was too small to make it with them. 

But manager Richard Money 
thought otherwise and, after a 
goalscoring performance for his 
former club in a 1-1 draw in Luton, 
he brought the England C 
international back to where it all 
started. 

“When I met him, he said that I 
scored and cost him two points,” 
said Henry on his first meeting with 
Money. “But it was quite a thing for 
me to come back and score after 
getting released as a kid. 

“The atmosphere that night was 
something that I felt I wanted to be 
apart of.” 

The Stevenage-born midfielder, 
who arrives on an initial loan deal 
with a permanent switch to be 
confirmed when the January 
transfer window opens, added: “I 
got the call on Wednesday night 
from [Newport manager] Dean 
Holdsworth. 

“He said that Luton had put a bid 
in a couple of weeks ago, but 
nothing came of it. They came in 
again on Wednesday and the club 
accepted the bid. 

“To be fair, it was quite hard to 
leave [County] because I had two 
great years there, won the league 
last year and started well this year. I 
just couldn’t turn down the 
opportunity.” 

Luton were a Football League club 
when Henry was told his services 
wouldn’t be required, but he went 
on to make his mark in non-league 
football and now he wants to help 
the Hatters back to League Two. 

“It’s great to be back. I loved my 
time when I was here before, I know 
a few of the boys and I’m relishing 
my chance to play. I can’t wait. 

“This is such a big club. It’s a 
league club playing in the 
Conference and I want to get out of 
it and get in the league with Luton. 

“From what I know and what I’ve 
seen, the squad is unbelievable as it 
is. Hopefully I can try and add 
something to it.” 

Henry was cup tied for 
yesterday’s FA Cup Second Round 
match with Charlton Athletic, but 
should be available for selection for 


Tuesday night’s Blue Square Bet 
Premier top-of-the-table clash at 
AFC Wimbledon. If he features, it 
could be quite a debut, but having 
played all of the top three teams in 
the division while at the Exiles, 

Henry is certain he is now at the 
best club in the Conference. 

“From what I’ve seen, Luton are 
the strongest side I’ve played 
against,” he said. “AFC were good 
but Luton were strong and the 
squad shows that. We should go up 
this year.” 

And on big spending rivals 
Crawley Town, the newest Hatter 
believes there’s nothing to fear. 

“They’ve got all the money haven’t 
they? They are a good side but I 
think there are better in the league.” 

But the strength and depth that 
Money has added to his squad of 
late means it will be no walk in the 
park for Henry to claim a regular 
first team spot, though he is 
prepared to fight for his chance. 

He said: “I spoke to the gaffer 
because he’s got a lot of wingers, 
but he just thought I might offer 
another dimension. I like to come 
in-field and play, so maybe I’m a 
different kind of option to the other 
wingers. 

“I couldn’t turn it down. It is such a 
big opportunity and such a big club. 
Everything is in place here. Plus, I 
can move home so it all fitted 
perfectly and it’s a dream move.” 

Money said: “He’s a bright spark 
and I think he’ll be a good person to 
have in the dressing room and on 
the pitch. 

“I saw him play extremely well 
against Stevenage in pre-season 
and against us here [at Kenilworth 
Road], 

“He meets the profile - in terms of 
permanent signings - because he’s 
young, he’s hungry to prove himself 
and desperate for a chance. He’s 
local and was released from here as 
a young boy, so he’s got a point to 
prove and he ticks a lot of the 
boxes. He’s a wide midfield player, a 
winger with pace. He can beat 
people, can combine and adds to 
our creative players. 

“We now have four front line 
strikers with Taiwo Atieno suddenly 
proving himself to be what we 
knew he was. He’s scoring goals and 
there’s real competition in the 
central striker position with 
Matthew Barnes-Homer, Danny 
Crow, Atieno and Jason Walker. 

“Now in the wide areas we have 
Claude Gnakpa, Henry, Amari 
Morgan-Smith and Andy Drury.”

A BRACE from Andy Drury ensured this 
second round tie will be decided at Kenilworth 
Road after an entertaining but tense FA Cup 
clash finished even. 

Joe Anyinsah gave the Addicks the lead early 
on before Drury scored his first after heading 
home the rebound from his own penalty kick. 
Johnnie Jackson put Charlton back in front 
before a long curling effort from Drury gave 
Luton a deserved replay. 

The Hatters should have had another penalty 
late on when Claude Gnakpa was bundled 
down by Jackson but boss Richard Money can 
feel proud of his men who battled hard 
throughout. 

The travelling Luton fans turned up in their 
numbers as they filled The Valley’s Jimmy Seed 
Stand where, in contrast, the home support 
was disappointing with pockets of Charlton 
fans vastly distributed around the remaining 
three stands. 

An attacking Luton side started positively 
and it wasn’t long until a heavy challenge 
forced down Danny Crow just outside the 
Addicks’ box, but a fine save was required by 
Charlton keeper Rob Elliot to tip over Drury’s 
resulting free-kick. 

The hosts responded immediately and took 
advantage of some poor Luton marking to take 
an early lead. Kyle Reid’s cross found Anyinsah 
in acres of space to nod in a free header and 
silence the noisy Hatters faithful behind the 
goal. Those fans then cast Paul Benson the role 
of the pantomime villain as he pushed Jake 
Howells into the hoardings and earned himself 
a yellow card from referee Oliver Langford, and 
he was subsequently jeered by the Hatters sup¬ 
porters every time he touched the ball. 

The visitors started to come forward in 
search of an equaliser but came up against a 
resilient Addicks defence. Matthew Barnes- 
Homer’s 30-yard rocket was the closest the 
Hatters came in the opening 15 minutes but 
his effort came back off the post. 

Moments later, Crow had a curling effort eas¬ 
ily saved by Elliot and Howells poked the ball 
over after being played clean through. 

Luton were looking the more likely to score 
but were failing to create any clear cut chances 
and, frustratingly, were caught offside on four 
occasions within the opening 30 minutes. 

But a clumsy challenge from Scott Wagstaff 
right in front of referee Langford earned the 
Hatters a penalty. Elliot saved well from 
Drury’s spot kick down the centre but the 
rebound fell kindly for the winger to nod Luton 


level. However, the Hatters weren’t on terms 
for long as minutes later, Charlton retook the 
lead. Tyler initially saved well from Wagstaff’s 
curling effort but Jackson was in the right place 
at the right time to head in the rebound from 
the back post. 

The Hatters will have felt frustrated to go in at 
the break behind after they were the team 
playing the more attractive and attacking foot¬ 
ball, but Charlton took their chances in a half 
where their threat on goal was limited. 

Within seconds of the re-start, Charlton 
could have extended their lead as Benson 
headed marginally over after a well delivered 
corner from Simon Francis. 

The match became very open as both sides 
were required to defend as both poured for¬ 
ward, with both sensing the next goal could 
prove pivotal. 

As the half wore on, Luton were beginning to 
show their frustration they they couldn’t break 
through a solid Charlton defence.

RICHARD Money thinks there may be one 
rule for Luton Town and another for 
other clubs in the transfer market after 
his bid to bring York City defender David 
McGurk to Luton Town ended in disap¬ 
pointment.

bit strange. They say players are available 
but then you try to pursue it. It might be 
because it’s Luton Town, but availability to 
other clubs seems to be totally different to 
availability to us.” 

Despite this Money is delighted with his 
pre-Christmas business, saying: “We’ve 
had a little bit of a push and tried to do it 


now rather than in January when it tends to 
be a little bit more expensive and you’ve 
got Crawley hanging over your shoulders. 

“We have signed three players for very 
small transfer fees and on salaries that are 
much less than those that have been paid 
here in the past. The total spend meets our 
budget requirements easily.”
